THE TROUBLES IN SYRIA AND 
PALESTINE 


The troubles in Svria and Palestine are not 
at all difficult to understand. 
Given the fierce 
nature and fanaticism of the Arab, whose terri­ 
tory is beg inning to be occupied by the Jews 
—a people g iven to industry and thrift, and at 
once there is the making of a condition to trou­ 
ble. 
There ts no bitterness and strife more diffi­ 
cult to handle than relig ious bitterness ant. 
strife, and the acuteness of it is accentuated 
when th;i scene of it is in lands made doubly 
sacred by the holiest memories. 
For the Jew, 
Jerusalem is still the center of all that is holy. 
For him, Palestine is associated with the mem­ 
ories of 
relig ion which 
has 
influenced 
the 
world, not only throug h Judaism, but throug h 
its later development in Christianity. For, after 
all, Christianity is basically Hebraic. 
I he law 
and the prophets culminated in Christianity. 
So also for the Arab, Syria and Palestine have 
memories of the early conquests of the relig ion 
of Mohammed. 
H is ancestors defended Jeru­ 
salem ag ainst the storming crusaders. 
The 
mosque that tops the most sacred spot the 
Christian knows has also become sacred to him. 
Amid these clashing forces, Britain has a deli­ 
cate task in controlling her mandate in Pales­ 
tine. 
Then, too. the Jew and the Arab represent 
totally different attitudes toward life. The Arab 
is a nomad. 
His world is the g reat waste 
spaces. 
The Jew is a townsman. 
Races so 
diverse cannot exist side by side without eng en­ 
dering friction. 
It is not unlike the situation 
in the South where the Neg ro and the white 
exist side by side, only much more so. 
There is no country, however, which can be 
trusted to handle the situation more wisely than 
Great Britain. 
Its respect for different re­ 
lig ions, and cultures, and racial characteristics, 
its g enius for g overnment, makes it exceeding ­ 
ly fortunate that in the distribution of man­ 
dates by the Treaty of Versailles, Palestine, 
with its sacred shrines, was committed to a 
g overnment which understands and knows how 
to g overn diverg ent peoples. 


A sense of fair play and justice becomes ex-j 
trcmeiy well-developed at an early stag e ir, 
children. 
Tn many children it is one of their; 
most sensitive points and one of which parents j 
and 
Tea chers may be almost completely una- j 
| ware, or, if they know of its existence, they j 
( mav be ig norant of its intensity and expression.; 
! It is throug h this ig norance that parents make i 
manv of their mistakes. 
The same is true in ; 
i handling criminals. 
A parent who has not the full confidence of 
his child ca nno t discern this recess of his na- 
: ture and lack 
o f discernment may result in the 
perversion of the child's naturally fine endow- 
jments. 
It is for this reason that corporal pun­ 
ishment has co me into disfavor among thoug ht- 
1 ful people. 
An Indiana judg e the other day who had 
before him two small boys charg ed with the 
theft of S t8 from a filling station became elo­ 
quent on 
the decay 
of 
parental 
discipline. 
“ What you hoys need," he said, “is more rig id 
discipline at home. 
If you were my boys I ’d 
g et a 15-foot elm pole and I ’d wear it off clear 
to the handle on both of you." 
It takes more 
than a strong rig ht arm to make a g ood father. 
We made little prog ress by contending that all 
our children’s waywardness would be overcome 
if more children were only flog g ed. 
Otto Rank in his “Outlines of Genetic Psy­ 
cholog y," a book which has not yet been trans­ 
lated 
into Eng lish 
traces 
the 
g enesis 
and 
g rowth of emotions or feeling s. 
He traces the 
roots of love and hate back to the time of 
earliest infancy, according to Cavendish Moxon, 
who writes in “Mental H yg iene:”

JOINT STOCK LAND BANKS 


When the Farm Loan Bill was passed by 
Cong ress provision was made for two forms of 
banks, the Farm Loan Bank and the Joint 
Stock Land Bank. 
The former was directly 
under g overnment supervision, and was in the 
nature of a co-operative concern. 
The latter 
was a private concern with some g overnment 
reg ulation, but with somewhat less supervision. 
Stockholders were liable for any losses in the 
latter banks, while the Farm Loan Board as­ 
sumed more responsibility for the security of 
bonds of the Farm Loan Banks. 
The Joint Stock Land Banks became the 
spoils of g reat speculators, with the result that 
some of the banks have become insolvent Yet 
when the assets of one of these banks were in­ 
vestig ated, it turned out that it was deliber­ 
ately wrecked 
by speculators who were trying 
to merg e all the Joint Stock Land Banks. The 
man who was held up some time ag o as one 
of the prime movers in these merg ers, and 
looked 
upon as one of the coming g reat finan­ 
ciers, is now believed to be 
responsible for the 
wreckag e. 
So are 
honest 
investors 
being 
mulcted out of g ood money.

ready to do their part, lack the driving force without which they 
cannot g o on with the world’s work. 
As a matter of fact, it is almost exclusively throug h money, 
or the lack of money, that varioo* causes retard or promote ma­ 
teria! prog ress—create better j obs and more of them, or throw 
a million more men out of work. 
The flow of money determines 
what is produced, who is allowed to produce it. and who is al­ 
lowed to support his family. 
For the express purpose of maintaining the rig ht flow’ of 
money, the Federal Reserve System was established. 
The idea 
was to make the money reserves of all banks available for each 
individual bank. 
That is why the system was called the Reserve 
System. 
It aimed to prevent 
the 
money 
panics and credit 
string ency that used to occur merely because money was not 
allowed to flow where it was most needed. 
Under that system our entire business structure was built 
on the confidence of business men that, by certain established 
procedure, they could obtain money as long as there was money 
to be had. 
That is one of the basic causes of our recent prosperity. 
It 
can readily be made a cause of continued prosperity.
